NEW CHILD LABOR LAW 


All W erkera U nder Sixteen Must Have 
Certificate* In Pennsylvania. 
H arrisburg Pa 
Jan. I.—Pcnnsylva- 
nrta’e new child labor laws, passed by 
the legislature of 1909. went Into ef­ 
fect today throughout the state. 
The laws prohibit th# em ploym ent 
of any child under flruirteen years old 
about the industrial establishm ent or 
eoel m ine In th e sta te and provide th a t 
persons between fourtren and sixteen 
may be employed only when they are 
provided with certificate# setting forth 
their sc# and th» fart th st they can 
read end writ.. R nvlsri intelligently. 
No one under *dchteen may be em ­ 
ployed in certain occupations deemed 
baiardous 


W ashington. Jan. I. — Several Im­ 
portant federal laws and revisions as ( 
enacted by congress and approved by 
the president becam e effective today. 
Few new laws of Im portance were 
enacted by the last congress to be­ 
come operative with th© year 1910. j 
Most of the enactm ents which effect 
radical changes In the laws are amend | 
menfs to existing statutes. AH the im- i 
port ant changes In th e laws are of 
this description. 
Probably the most Im portant enact­ 
ment which becomes operative today 
is a penal sta tu te which forbids any 
national bank to m ake a money con 
tributlon of any kind In connection 
with an election to any political office. 
Another claus© of this statu te say* 
that It shall be unlawful for any cor­ 
poration to m ake a money contribution 
In co n n e cts* 
with 
any election at 
which presidential electors, vice presi­ 
dential 
electors, 
representatives 
in 
congress or United Staten senators are 
to be voted for. 
lf a corpoiatlon violates this law It 
may be fined $5000. and th© corpora­ 
tion officer m aking the contribution j 
be Individually fined $1000 and im pris­ 
oned ta a penitentiary for one year. 
The national law m akers believe th a t | 
this statu te will effectually break up 
the practice of contributions to cam- 1 
patgn funds. 
An effort has been m ade by congress j 
to protect prohibition sta te s from In 
terstate trade In alcoholic fluids with 
In their border*, sent In from "w et" 
states. A new sta tu te forbids railw ay 
em ployes, express com pany em ployes 
or persons w orking for other common 
carriers delivering alcoholic liquors of 
any kind other than to parson to which 
th* shipm ent Is consigned. 


Fin* and Prison Penalty. 


A fine of $5000, w ith two y ears’ im ­ 
prisonm ent Is the penalty Aor viola 
Hon of thla law. which Is designed to 
abolish th e "blind tig e r" business hith­ 
erto carried on through express offices 
in prohibition sta te s 
Every package 
of spirltons liquors m ust also be plain­ 
ly m arked to show ju st what It la 
lf 
It is whisky the law deciares It m ust 
b* so labeled. 
Among am endm ents to existing sa l­ 
utes sr© revisions of the treason laws 
and other offenses against the govern­ 
ment, Including filibustering, crim inal 
correspondence w ith foreign govern­ 
m ents by citizens of th© United State*, 
and offenses against th# neutrality of 
other governm ents. 
Forgery cam e In for a good share of 
the attention of congress when tho 
laws w ere revised, and there are pen­ 
alties set down for a dosen degrees of 
this crim * 
Offense© against public Justice, in­ 
cluding bribery of Judicial officers, and 
perjury, are provided for In revision 
of statute© which already existed, the 
penalties being m ade m ore severe lo 
nearly every offense. 
S tatutes on counterfeiting ar© mad© 
more stringent, th# postal laws are re­ 
vised In m any clauses, and there ar© 
revisions of the laws governing foreign 
and 
In terstate 
com m erce. 
Peonage 
and adm iralty regulations have also 
received attent km in various revisions 
of existing law* 
All 
the 
foregoing changes In the 
law* are provided for In one general 
act, which was com piled by the joint 
congressional com m ittee on revision of 
the laws of the U nited Btsles. 
The 
greater part of Ute work was done by 
Congressm an 
Reuben 
O. 
Moon. 
of 
Pennsylvania, who spent several years 
Iii the arduous work Th# general act 
was approved by Praeident Roosevelt 
oa March 4 last, th* day on which he 
retired from office.
